You may at firſt ſight be ſomewhat ſtruck 
with ſurprize at ſeeing your name in the front of 
this performance: but in this you are not alone ;

to make the application. Without this neceſſary 
interpreter, and his proper key, the wiſeſt of men, 


however equipped with natural or acquired abilities, 


axe ſure to err. 
When I firſt heard of Mr. Brothers as a prophet, 


and of the things predicted by him, I thought it was 


not likely that the prophecies of a man ſo arrogant, 
fo preſumptuous, and fo profoundly ignorant of di- 
vine revelation, ſhould ever obtain or gain much 
credit in the world; forgetting, at the inſtant, that 
in calamitous times falſe prophets are generally in- 
creaſed, when people in a panic are ready to believe 
every word: as was the caſe with the Jews. The 
royal family, and thouſands more, ſuffered in the 
faith of falſe prophets, when invaded by the Chal- 


deans, and beſieged by the Romans. One cried, 
- The Meſſiah is in the ſecret chamber ; and anoth er, 


He is in the deſart : which was the chief cauſe of their 
holding out againſt the Roman arms as they did; 
which added to their miſcry, and increaſed their 


deſtruction. Faſſe prophets ſhall riſe, as a juſt judg- 


ment from God, to enſnare ſome, and to try the faith 


of others; for they ſhall deceive many: and it is threat- 


ened as the worſt judgment of God upon a people, 
m he will _ ftrong da” and that fome ſhall

believe à lie, that they may be damned who believe not 
the truth. © 
Forgetting theſe things, I was led to conclude chat 


Mr. Brothers as a prophet, and his predictions, 
would only ſerve the public for ridicule and. laugh- 
ter; but I ſoon found that the faith of Mr. Brothers 
ſpread much faſter than the faith of Chriſt did in 
the days of his public miniſtry; and no wonder :— 


' For J am come in my Father's name, faith the Lord, 


and you receive me not: another SHALL come in his 
own name, him you will receive. And ſo I found it 
with reſpect to Mr. Brothers : for ſome poor ſimple 
ſouls were pining with grief becauſe of their poverty, 
and of their having no employ but in London; wiſh- 
ing to retire to ſome lonely cot in the country, that 
they might eſcape Mr. Brothers's predicted deſtruc- 
tion of this city: others were rejoicing, having en- 
gaged themſelves with Mr. Brothers, to go in office 
under him, in company with the Jews, in the year 
1798, to the holy land, and could not ſleep for joy 
at the pleaſing thoughts of their imagined voyage : 
others are getting in their debts, and curtailing their 
buſineſs, to be in readineſs to flee as ſoon as Mr. 
Erothers gives the warning from God: others are 
employed i in the buſineſs of Lot, carrying the alarm- 
ing tidings of— Up, up, get you out of this place; and 
if the meſſage be lighted, which is often the caſe: 
| when the alarm is given to the righteous, the anſwer 
is You will not believe till the houſes fall upon 
your head : and, after hearing many tidings of this

ſort, came forth your vindication of the prophecies 
of Mr: Brothers; and upon this came a report of 
two prophets more appearing. Theſe things at laſt 
rouſed my ſpirit, and inflamed my zeal; and, being 
a lover of my God and Saviour, and a lover of his 
word, I thought I was called upon in providence to 
make uſe of the little light which he hath been 
pleaſed to beſtow upon me ; and, truſting in his pro- 
miſed Spirit to guide me, I would attempt to. reſcue 
the truths of divine revelation from the hands of ſuch 
men as Mr. Brothers. 
And, as you, Sir, have made the prophecies of 
this great prince and prophet of the Jews your own, 
by your vindication of them, and have, in the thirty- 
fifth page of your teſtimony, informed the world at 
large © that the field is till open for freſh labourers,” 
I was determined not to fand any longer in the market- 
Place idle, with the pitiful excuſe of faying—Becauſe 
no man hath hired me, when my labour was called for. 
And, being told in the ſame page that you « have 
heaped proof upon proof, beyond all reaſonable ne- 
ceſſity, for full conviction,” and remaining in myſelf 
quite unconvicted by all your, proofs, and fully con- 
vinced that Mr. Brothers's prophecies are falſe, I 
thought that you could take no juſt- offence at 
me, if, in the capacity of a labourer, I ſhould meet 
you in that field, which till calls for more and, for 
better labour, and there diſpute all the ground that

the right beiſer, and therefore have wi no means 
found out the riddle, 

I will not ſay that there is not one e thing men- 
tioned by Mr. Brothers that will ever come to paſs, 
becauſe it appears to me that the firſt prediction that 

ever was propheſied in this world had one truth in it 
which certainly came to paſs, though given out by 
the devil, the father of lies; and that is, You ſhall be 
as gods, knowing good and evil : the laſt clauſe came 
to paſs; I mean, the knowledge of evil enſued their - 
eating the forbidden fruit : and, according to report, 
many things given forth by the heathen oracles came 
to paſs; but, notwithſtanding this, be Gentiles bad Fel- 
lotoſbip with devils, not with God, 1 Cor. x. 20. 

Nor will I preſume to ſay that the innumerable 
pages of Scripture prophecy, which Mr. Brothers 
hath tranſcribed from the Bible into his book, are 
not true; for Scripture is Scripture, and truth is 
truth, let it ſtand where it will: but I think that the 
truths of God, like the poor man at Jericho, often 
fall into the hands of thieves, who, by ſacrilegious 
hands, take by ſtealth what God has never granted 
to them, till the Good Samaritan comes that way 
and reſcues them; God being againſt the prophets that 

fteal his word from their neighbours. Jer. xxiii. 30. 
What I believe is, that Mr. Brothers is no pro- 
phet of God; that his offices, as prince, prophet, and 
reſtorer of the Jews, were never predicted in God's 
book, nor has the Almighty ever inveſted him with 
any ſuch offices: that his pretended revelations are

repugnant to Scripture, and lying vanities: that 
there is no light in him: that he knows nothing PE, . 


the mind and will of God in his word but what 


be knows naturally : that moſt of the, Scriptures 
which he hath applied to himſelf are in the Scrip- 
tures applied to Chriſt, and can be applicable to no 
other: and, as to the prophecies quoted by him, 


this I fay, that his fatement of them, the ſenſe he hath 


given them, and the /ates, places, and times, to which 


he hath fixed and to which he hath applied them, 


are, in my judgment, glaring falſehoods, and have 
not the ſhadow, of truth in them. 
Not that I would be underſtood to despite or as 


even attempting to diſprove, divine revelation; for, 
if God ſhines into a man's heart, and into his own 
word, to lead that man into an underſtanding of his 


mind and vill therein recorded, this is agreeable to 
Scripture. In thy light we ſee light, ſaith the Pſalmiſt ; 


and the goſpel, fays Paul, was made known 10 me by 
'F revelation: and, if Chriſt manifeſts his power and 
grace to a man, it is called a revelation : God, ſaith 


Paul, revealed his Son in me: but Mr. Brothers's 
revelations are the deluſions of Satan; they never 
came from God, for they contradict his pure word 
of -prophecy ; and I know that. the Scriptures cannot - 


| be broken. 


I am no gentleman, Sir, nor "IITAM 1 never 


had learning enough to quality me to read one 


chapter in the Bible with propriety. In my younger 
_ J was ſeverely exerciſed with much internal |

diſtreſs, through a conſciouſneſs of ſin, the perpetual 
fears of death, and the dreadful apprehenſions of 
divine judgment to come; which occaſioned me at 
times to put up many bitter ſighs and mournful pe- 

titions to a God which, at that time, I had no know- 
ledge of; and which petitions at laſt, through the 
merits of my Redeemer, prevailed, and a happy de- 
liverance enſued ; and with that deliverance a little 
ſupernatural light, which ſhone upon the Scriptures of 
truth : and this light hath remained with me, more or 
leſs, to this day. The Scriptures, of courſe, from that 
time, became my delight, my only library, and the 
comfort of my ſoul in the houſe of my pilgrimage ; 
and for twenty-one years they have been my chief 
ſtudy : and by this ſure word of prophecy muſt all 
prophets and their predictions be examined and tried, 
and God's appellations of true or lying prophet be ap- 
plied accordingly.

None 
are to ſpeak in Chriſt's name except they believe; 
and the Spirit is promiſed to all that believe: and 
oe are to try the ſpirits whether they be of God, becauſe 
many falſe prophets are gone out into the world. 1 John 
iv. 1. By this rule he true apoſtles tried the foe _ | 
and found them liars, Rev. ii. 2. | | 
2̃. We expect the power of God, more or ek, 
to be manifeſted in a prophet that Chriſt ſends; he _

im, nor are his writings. either weighty, or powerful ; 

nor does any power through his inſtrumentality work 

in the hearts of any of God's children; nor is he 
made manifeſt in the conſcience of them who believe 

and know the truth.

iv. 19. 


3. We do not expect a New Teſtament prophet 
to aſſume to himſelf any ſecular titles; there are to 
be no rabbies in Chriſt's church; be not ye called Rabbi: 
there are to be no maſters but one, which is Chriſt ; no 
lords over God's heritage: he that will be great is to 
be ſervant of all: no PRIxcE and PROPRHET over 
the church but Jesus CRHRIis r, the Prince of Peace. 

It is no fign of a true prophet to arrogate all 
DVD to- himſelf, as if all wiſdoui was to die 
awith him, Fob xii. 2. for all the Lord's children ſhall 
be taught of God: 7hey ſhall all know me, ſaith the 
Lord, from the leaſt to the greateſt of them : to them it 
is given to know the myſteries of the kingdom f Cod; 
and when God's judgments are abroad in the earth, the 
inhabitants of the wworld | the Chriſtian world] will 
learn righteouſneſs as well as Mr. Brothers: his arro- 
gating all the knowledge of the times to himſelf is 
no mark of a true prophet, but of a falſe one: it is 
not for him to know the time when the kin gdom Gall be 
reſtored to [frac]. The apoſtles put this queſtion to 
Chriſt, whoſe anſwer is, It 7s not for you to know the 
Times, or ibe ſeaſons, which the Father Rad; put in is 
N e 7 55 £2.

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. A prophet of God is 10 Heat as the eracles- of 
God do; he is to ſay no other things than Moſes and 
the prophets, Chriſt and his apoſtles, have {aid ſhould 
come to paſs. To the law [of Moſes] and to the tefti- 
mony [of Jeſus] ; if they ſpeak not according to this 
word, it is vecauſe there is no ii voy in them. Iſaiah 
viii. 20. | 
6. When men N to 7 the TY the hour, 
the times, or years, which God has put in his own 
power, they are to be ſuſpected. Of the times and 
feaſons, faith Paul, ye have no need that I write unto 
you. Why? We ſee not our ſigns; there is no more any 
prophet, neither is there among us any that knoweth how 
long. Palm Ixxiv. 99 
7. It is expected that the prediction or prophe- 
cies of a true prophet of God come to paſs; for 
none of God's words ſhall fall to the ground, or paſs 
away unaccompliſhed. Ven a prophet jſpeaketh in the 
name of the Lord, if the thing follow not, nor come to 
paſs, that is the thing w0hich the Lord hath not ſpoken, 
but the prophet hath ſpoken it preſumprucuſly: theu ſhalt 
not be afraid of him. Deut. xvii. 22. 
By the above rules any ſimple believer may war- 
rantably try any perſon that pretends-ito the facred 
office of a prophet, and he will find, I doubt not, 
that Mr. Brothers is deficient by every one of them. 
His account of the age of the world will never gain 
much credit with thoſe who know the Scriptures 285 
the power of God : the beſt of chronologers are nos 
to differ! in their calculations; and as to his pretended

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revelation from God of the exact age of FRO world, 
few will believe, unleſs 17 is the fimple, who bekeve 
every word. The times and ſeaſons the Father. keeps 
in his own power; yet the general hints given in 
the Scriptures ſeem to me to run counter to Crd 
of the world as fixed by Mr. Brothers. 

The world was made in fix days, ad on 1 
ſeventh God reſted, That /evenih day was appointed 
a day of reſt to the Jews, and every ſeventh year like- 
wiſe was to be a ſabbath of reſt for the land, Exod, 
xXx. 4. and every feven times ſeven were to be 
counted alſo, and the fiſtieth year was to be a time 
of general reſt, in which the trumpet was to ſound, 
and the bond- ſervant was to go free. Exod. xxv. 
8, 9. All theſe were general hints of future things: 
yea, Paul tells us, that tbe ſabbath is a ſhadgw of ihings 
to come, Col. ii. 16, 17. which by him is called a reft 
| that remains for the people of Ged; and they that be- 
| Heve have an earneſt of it in this life, and ſhall enter 
into the reſt promiſed, and ref from their works, as 
God did from his. This ſabbath i is pointed out to be 
the ſhadow of a thouſand years ; for the holy and bleſſed 
People, abo bus a part in the firſt reſurreftion, ſhall 


tive and reign with Chriſt a thoufand years in the new 


heaven and new earth, wherein dwelleth righteouf- 
neſs ; that is, in which dwelleth righteous perſons, qr 
perſons poſſeſſing righteouſneſs. We are twice told 
in the Scriptures that a thouſand years with the Lord 


- is as one day, and one day as @ thouſand years; and 


hence it SHOES. that the ſeventh millennium is the

ſubſtance of the ſabbath, and of this the ſabbath is a 
ſhadow ; in which the ſaints will reign with Chriſt, 
and reſt from their works, as God did from his: this 
was prefigured by the ſeventh year, when the land of 
Canaan had reſt; for this new earth will not be cul- 
tivated; and it was typified by the ſtieth year, when 
the jubilee trumpet ſounded: for at the beginning of 
this term, whenever it comes, the Lord will deſcend - 
with the archangel, and with the trump of God, and the 
dead in Chriſt ſhall riſe firſt: and when this angel ſounds 
his trumpet, the myſtery of God will be finiſhed, as he 
hath declared to his ſervants the prophets, Rev. vii. 10. 


Thus in the beginning of the ſeventh day, which 


with the Lord is a thouſand years, and at the ſeventh 
ſound of the ſeventh trumpet, the walls of Jericho 
will fall, and its inhabitants be no more; and then 
there will be an uniyerſal ſhout among the true Iſ- 
raelites, crying, Grace, grace, to the new and hea- 
venly Jeruſalem but the day, the hour, the time, 

or year, when this ſabbath of reſt will commence, we 
know not; for though the myſtery is declared ib God's 

ſervants the prophets, yet not the exact date when: 
fer of that day and hour knoweth no man; no, not the 
angels of heaven; but my Father only. Matt. xxiv. 36. 
Hence it appears that none of the above general hints 
agree with Mr. Brothers's age of the world; there is 
much to be done before the ſeventh millennium takes 
place: much leſs doth he know the time that God 
hath fixed for the reftoration of the Jews. The Scrip- 
tures ſignify chat many great things are to be ac- 
| B * g compliſhed

compliſhed before their return to their own land, and 
their return will be ſome conſiderable time before the 
end of all things. 

. We have reafon to fear that much of the ground 
which the Proteſtants have gained of the Papiſts, will 
be regained by them; I mean, where it is by law 

eſtabliſhed: for we read of the outer court not being 
meaſured, becauſe it is given unto the Gentiles, Rev. 
xi. 2. This court is faid to be without the temple 5 
the temple, according to Paul, are thoſe worſhippers 
whoſe bodies are temples of the Holy Ghoſt; and the 
outer court are external and formal worſhippers, of 
every denomination, who are not inſpired, who do 
not worſhip God in the Spirit, whoſe bodies are not 
God's temple ; which outer court is given to the 
Gentiles, as the outer coutt of the temple was, which - 
is called the court of the Gentiles :| the Gentiles are 
the Romans: to theſe Roman Gentiles (when pagan). 
Chriſt was delivered, and by them put to death ; and 
to the Roman Gentiles (now papal) this outer court 
is given: which work is the work that is now carry- 
ing on both in England and Ireland; and it goes on 
apace; and this is obvious to every diſcerning Chriſ- 
tian, and is diſcerned by every illuminated perſon 
that I know in this metropolis, with whom I have 

converſed about theſe things, not one excepted, 

2, The Scriptures inform us that the witneſſes of 
Chriſt, the miniſters of the goſpel, are to be ſlain, 
ſilenced, or killed in a civil ſenſe, after this outer 
court 1s taken by the Gentiles ; and Ibeir dead bodies

are to lie in the ſirceis of the great city three years and 
4 half: this will be the day of the great laughter when 
the towers fall; a day when the city of Zion will be 
Loco in a low place; and when the whore of Babylon 
* ſhall fit as a queen, and boaſt that ſhe ſhall ſee no 
more ſorrow nor widowhood : but the joy of the 
hypocrite is but for a moment; for her plagues ſpall 
come in one day, death, and mourning, and famine, and 
ſhe ſhall be utterly burnt with fire; for ftron x is the © 
Lord God who judgeth her. Rev. xvii. 7, 8. And 
this gaining the outer court ſeems to be the buſineſs, 
that will be going on under the ſound of the ſixth 
trumpet, which in all probability is the preſent time; 
but of this we cannot be certain. 5 
3. The man of fin is to continue forty and two months, 
that is, a thouſand two hundred and fixty prophetic 
days or years, Rev. xi. 3. from the time that he was 
revealed the ſon of perdition; but whether from the 
time of the emperor's leaving Rome and going to 
Ravenna, or from the year 606, when Phocas pro= =» 
claimed the pope of Rome univerſal biſhop, we know 
not: if it is to be dated from the latter, his reign 
may have near ſeventy years yet to run before it be 
expired: but of that day and that hour knoweth no man. 
4. We may expect that the ſlaughter of the wit- 
neſſes will be a little before the expiration of anti- 
chriſt's reign, who are to ſend gifts one to another on 
the occaſion of their death, which is to laſt but three 
years and a halt; at the expiration of which term 
the Spirit of God re-enters them, and they aſcend

up into an heavenly ſtate of mind, and appear again 
as a cloud of witneſſes for Chriſt, to the utter con- 
fuſton of all the offspring of Jezebel, who will be 
alarmed, and ſtruck with a panic at their unexpected 
appearance in ſuch an exalted ſtate.

7. The Jews will be converted to the faich of 
Chriſt before ever they return to their own country. 
The Gentiles, at the firſt promulgation of the goſpel, . 
fat down. at the feet of Jewiſh preachers, and re- 
ceived the goſpel from Chriſt through the inſtru- 
mentality of them; for mercy came to us through 
the infidelity of the Jewiſh nation; and through the 
inſtrumentality and mercy of the Gentile ſaints ſhall 
ſalvation be conveyed to the Jews: and ſo it 1s writ- 
ten—as concerning the goſpel, they are enemies for your 
fakes; but as touching the elefion, they are beloved for 
The fathers ales. For as ye in times paſt have not be- 
lieved God, yet have now obtained mercy through their 
anbelief ; even ' /o have theſe a iſo now not believed, that 
throu gh Jour mercy they alſo may obtain mercy. Rom. 
xi. 28, 29, 30, 31. And to this agree the words of 
Chriſt, which are ſpoken to the Gentile church con- 
cerning the Jewiſh ſynagogue—Bebold, Fg vill make - 
them of the  ſynago gue of Satan (which ſay they are Jews, 
and are not, but do lie), behold, Iwill make them to come 
and worſhip before thy feet, and 70 know that Thave loved 


thee. Rev. iii. 9. 
According to the Scriptures there are ſix vials of 


wrath to be poured out upon the pope 's dominions, 
under the ſounding of the ſixth trumpet; which 
trumpet is, in all probability, now ſounding, and the 
firſt vial perhaps is now pouring out; and all the 
reſt, like Job's meſſengers, will quickly follow one 
another : but it is to be feared that the man of iy

According to what has been obſerved, the ſixth 
trumpet muſt ſound out, fix vials mult be all poured 
forth ; the ſeat of the beaſt muſt be deſtroyed by ten 
kings, which ſhall hate the whore, and burn her with 
fire, Rev. xvii. 16.—the Turks muſt be removed, 
and Mahometaniſm deſtroyed, Rev, xvi. 12.—the 
_ everlaſting goſpel muſt- be preached and ſpread, 
Rev. xiv. 6.—kings muſt come to the brightneſs of 
Zion's riſing, Iſa. Ix. 3.— and miniſter to the church 
of God, Ifa. lx. 10.—the kingdoms of this world 
muſt become the kingdoms of Chriſt, and with the 
fulneſs of the Gentiles the Jews will come in, and a- 
nation of them Se born at once. All theſe things will 
be done (which is too much to be done by the year 
1798) before the Jews will return, or be reſtored to 
their own land; in which return or reſtoration Mr.

21; the iron legs of 
the image is the Roman empire—the fourth king- 
dom ſhall be as iron, Dan. ii. 40; and the en toes 
of the image, which conſiſt of iron and clay, are 
explained to be ten horus on the fourth beaſt, Dan. 
vii. 7; which is mentioned again by John I /aw a 
beaſt riſe up out of the ſea having ſeven heads and ten 
Borns, and upon bis borns ten crowns. Rev. xiii. 1. 
Thus it appears that the zen toes on the feet of Da- 
niel's image are ten horns on the laſt and fourta 
beaſt, and theſe horns have ten crowns, which horns 
are ten kings at the head of ten kingdoms, which are 
in the Roman empire; and ſo it is written Aud the 
ten horns «which thou ſaweſt are ten kings, Rev. XVil, 
123 zheſe kings ſhall give their power and ſtrength to 
the beaſt, Rev. xvii. 13; and when Chriſt turns their 
Hearts, they will hate the wwhore of Babylon, eat ber 
feſh, and burn ber with fire, for this is God's with 
3X0 8 .

Now as this city was noted for its ſize, wealth, 
pride, idolatry, and for its cruelty to God's people, 


the Jews, in alluſion to it, Rome is called Mystery, 


Babylon the Great, which has been very large, weal- 
thy, proud, idolatrous, and cruel to the faints of 
God. She is repreſented as a type and figure of old 
Babylon, built by Nimrod, a figure of the pope, and 
a mighty hunter before the Lord. And whenever the 
goſpel comes to ine round about myſtical Babylon, 
it will be diſcovered to be as old Babylon was, 4/bo/d - 
of every foul ſpirit, and a cage of every unclean and 
bateful bird, and God will deſtroy it with a e | 
deſtruction. - —- 
This ſpiritual, or myſtical Babylon, is but one 
city, and not two, and is by no means repreſented 


as Mr. Brothers deſcribes it, © to be a way in the 


wilderneſs, becauſe it is ſituated inland.” Rev. xvii. 3. 
The wilderneſs means the place where John ſtood 
to ſee the city, and not the place where the city 
Rooks which he law ; and ſo it is vritten —. Aud there

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came one of the ſeven angels which had the ſeven vials, 
and talked with me, ſaying unto me, Come hither, I will 
ſhew unto thee the judgment of the great whore that 
 fitteth upon many waters, with whom the kings of the 
earth have committed fornication, and the inhabiters of 
the earth have been made drunk with the wine of her 
fornication. And be carried me away in the Spirit into 
the wilderneſs, and T ſaw a woman fitting upon a ſcariet- 
colonred benjt, full of names of blaſphemy, having ſeven 

heads and ten horns. Rev. xvii. 1, 2, 3. Into the 
wilderneſs (being a quiet and retired place) John 
was carried in the Spirit to behold, 1n the viſions of 
God, the myſtical city. The firſt thing that John 
ſaw when he came there, was a woMaN, which the 
angelexplains to him, ſaying, Aud the woman which thou 
 Jaweft is that great city (in the ſingular number) which 
reigneth ever the kings of the earth. Rev. xvii. 18. 
This woman is ſaid to /i upon a ſcarlet- coloured braft ; | 
the ſcarlet colour is to point out the dreſs and colour 
of the pope and his cardinals, which wear ſcarlet, and 
likewiſe the deep ſtains of righteous blood with which 

the woman is polluted : For in her ſhall be found the © 
blocd of prophets and of ſaints, and of all that were Jain 
upon the earth. Rev. xviii. 24. | 

The beaſt that carries the woman, or that ſup- 

ports this myſtical city, is explained by the angel as 
having feven heads and ten horus Rev. xvii. 7. And 
again, tbe beaſt that thou ſaweſt was, and is not, Rev. 
xvii. 8; that is, the beaſt which thou ſaweſt with ten = 
; bock was ſhewed to Daniel, by the iron legs and ten 
E3 toes

toes which the fone is to ſmite, but it is not ſmitten 
yet; this beaſt was ſhewed to Daniel as having fen 
horns, and another, an eleventh horn, coming up among 
the ten, and before which three fell, Dan. vii. 7. 20;

This beaſt is the Roman empire which was in the 
hand of emperors, but ig not ſo now, being in the 
hand of the pope; and it was the Roman empire, 
the religion of which was Pagan, but is not fo now, 
being of the popiſb religion. 

This beaſt is farther deſcribed by the _—_ to 
John by his afcent and deſcent— He ſhall aſcend out

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pears that this beaſt is the Roman empire, now 
popiſh, with the pope at the head of it; in which 
empire, and under the head of it the popes have 
been, or {till are, ten horns with crowns on them, 
or ten crowned kings; which ten kings, under whom, 
and among whom, the empire is divided into ten king- 
doms, have, or do, ſupport this woman, or this city 
of Rome, in all her former and preſent grandeur 
and hence the beaſt with his ten horns is ſaid to carry 
her : and from this city, and from the pope and his 
cardinals in it, have gone the doctrines of angel 
worſhip, of dead men's bones, and of images, into 
all nations; on which account all nations are ſaid to 
be made drunk with this whore's fornication. Firſt, 
the kings of the earth are ſaid to have committed 
fornication with her; and by embracing her reli- 
gion, have circulated it, and allowed it, in their do- 
minions, fill all thoſe kings, and the inbabiters of the 
earth under them, are both made drunk with the Wine 
of her fornication. Rev. xvii. 2.1 n 

No this woman, or city, is ſaid to fit upon [even 
mountains, Rev. xvy. 9. and as being the capital of 
an empire now divided into ten kingdoms ; and all 
theſe kings have been, and ſome of. them ſtill are, of 
the popiſh religion, on which account this city is 
repreſented as reigning over them : and the woman 
which thou ſaweſt is that great city which reigneth 
over the kings of the earth. 


Hence it appears that there are not two cities

Now here we are at a point, we know that the 
Scriptures cannot be broken, and that all theſe myſ

Sad hath declared to bis ſervants. the prophets. This 
= beaſt is the Roman empire, now popiſb, with the pope | 
at the head of it; the ſeat that the Dragon gave to 
this beaſt, is Rome; this beaſt has ten horns, all of 
which have 0, and ſome now are, of one mind

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_ with the beaſt, and have given their power to kin ; : 
and ten kings i in this empire, or on 7his beaft, ſhall be 
found, when this time comes, for judgment; for God 
ſays, the ten horns which thou ſaweſt on the beaſt, theſe 
ſhall hate that whore, and burn her with fire. And 
ſure I am, that heaven and earth ſhall paſs away, be- 
fore theſe words of Chrit—the faithful and true wit- 
neſs ball ever paſs away; nor ſhall Richard Bro- 
thers, and all his advocates, no, nor old time #ujelf, 
ever make me a liar in this my teſtimony for Jeſus 
Chriſt, or make my ſpeech nothing worth, _ 

But my reader will object, and ſay, ſome time 
ago you faid that antichriſt all be deſtroyed with the 
ſpirit of Chriſt's mouth, and be conſumed by the bright- 
neſs of his coming; well, and fo faith the Scriptures... 
But now you ſay, that the whore of Babylon ſhall. 
be burnt, by ten kings i in the Roman empire. I have ſo 
ſaid, and ſay not the Scriptures the ſame? Have 
I not done as I am commanded ? Have I rot 
ſpoken as the oracles of God ? But now to reconcile 
this difficulty, take the following Scriptures: Paul 
fays „ Wwe are a Javour of death unto death, and of liſe 
unto life; that is, we are the favour of death unto 
death in then that periſh, and of / ue unto fe in them 
that are ſaved. 3 

Now when the ſlain witneſſes are raiſed, the ever 


laſting goſpel is to be preached to every nation 
W heaven, and among the reſt in Italy alſo; and 


thoſe that are God's elect, which will be in the 
communion of the church of Rome at this time,

will hear the goſpel and embrace it, and conſe- 
quently obey God's call to them; which is, And 1 
heard another voice from heaven, ſaying, Come out of 
her, my people, that ye be not partakers of her ins, and 
that ye receive not of her plagues ; for her fins have 
reached unto heaven, and God hath remembered her 
mniquities. Rev. xviii. 4, 5. Thus the goſpel is 
preached to them, and it is a favour of life unto life 
to theſe, for they hear and obey the call of God, as 
Lot did in Sodom, and ſo eſcape the devouring flame; 
the others obey not, but, like Lot's ſons, deſpiſe and 
ridicule the warning; and to theſe the goſpel is a 
ſavour of death unto death, And thus Chriſt Jmites the 
earth with his goſpel firſt, and then calls his own out 
of danger. The others reject this caution, and there- 
fore he calls forth the ten kings with the ſword of 
war to ſlay the bodies of thoſe whoſe ſouls he hath 
Nain with the ſword of the ſpirit, or with the ſpirit 
of his mouth. And to this agrees the prophet—They 
come to fight with the Chaldeans, but it is te fill them 
with the dead bodies of men, whom I have ſlain in 
mine anger, and in my fury. Jer. xxxiii. 5. And thus 
Babylon 1s ſpiritually lain in ſoul by the ſword. of 
Jeſus Chriſt, and their bodies will be literally ſlain 
by the ſword of war in the hands of ten kings, whom 
Chriſt will convert to the faith of his goſpel, and 
+ employ in this work; for they ſhall fulfil the will of 
God, and burn that whore with fire. Rev. xvii. 16, 17. 
And ſure I am, hat it is egſier for heaven and earth 
to fail, than for one tittle of theſe words ever to pq 


„ 
ay. And hence I conclude, that Mr. Brothers's 
two cities, mentioned under the names of Sodom and 
of Babylon the Great, &c. appear to be no more than 
one; the other never had any exiſtence but in the whims 
and fancies of Mr. Brothers; © the one of which,” he 
ſays, © is in the wilderneſs, (Rev. xvii. 3) but London, 
the ſpiritual Babylon alſo (chap. xviii.) is deſcribed 
by John as the greateſt ſea-port for ſhips, wealth, 
and commerce, in the world.” The wilderneſs is the 
place where John ſtood to ſee the city, Rev. xvii. 33 
and the eighteenth chapter gives an account of thoſe 
that ſtand at a diſtance and lament her ruin, Rev. 
xvlii. 17. who, like Abraham on the plains of Mamre, 
ſtood to ſee the ſmoke of Sodom; to which the alluſion 
ſeems to be, and on which account Rome 1s called 
Sodom, becauſe the ſame cataſtrophe is to attend the 
one as the other; the one hath been, and the other 
is to be, deſtroyed by a conflagration. Rome is alſo 
called Egypt, becauſe the plagues that are to come 
upon her, are the ſame that came upon Egypt, and 
are compared to them, and for the ſame crimes, 
idolatry, cruelty, murder, and oppreſſing the people of 
God. Hence the firſt plague on Egypt brought boils 
and blains, Exod. ix. 9; and the firſt vial brings 
noiſome and grievous ſores upon the beaſt, Rev. 
xvi. 2; the ſecond vial brings on blood, like one of 
the plagues of Egypt; the third vial turns the rivers 
and fountains into blood; in alluſion to ſmiting 
the river Nile, and turning it into blood; the fourth 
angel brings a great heat, in alluſion to the hail and 
. fires 
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fire of Egypt: the fifth vial brings on darkneſs, like 
the dreadful darkneſs that was in Egypt; and the 
fixth vial brings frogs, as Moſes did on the Egyp- 
tians, which filled all their houſes. Hence it is plain 
that Sodom, Babylon, and Egypt, 1n this _ mean 
one and the ſame city.

ſhew that it is the antichriſtian beaſt, And 6 next 
account exhibits the pope at the head of the empire, 
as preſiding over the ten horns: I conſidered the 
borns, and, behold, there came up among them another 
little horn, before whom there were three of the firſt 
barns plucked up by the roots: and, behold, in this horn 
were eyes like the eyes of a man, and'a mouth ſpeaking 
great things. Dan. vii. 8. The pope is here called 
a little born, being at firſt no more than a common 
biſhop: and before him there were three of the Ft 
borns plucked up by the roots, ſo as never to appear 
in the head of this beaſt again. This little horn is 
repreſented. as ſpringing up among the ten horns, 
that is, when the barbarous nations broke into the 
empire and ſet up ten kingdoms in it, this horn 
ſprung up among them: as it is written And be 
ten horns which thou ſaweſt are ten kings, which have 
received no kingdom as yet, but receive power- as kings 
one hour with the beaſt; theſe have one mind, and foal 
give their power and. ferength unto the beaſt. Rev. xvii. 
12, 13, Here. it is intimated to John, that theſe 
kings had received no kingdom in John's time, and 
that they received power one hour with the beaſt, 
that is, they received their power at the ſame time, 
or in the ſame hour, that antichriſt received his; 
and theſe zen kings have one mind, ſhall be of one 
religion (as all the ten kings have been), and ſhall 
give their porver and ftrength unto the beaſt ; that is, 
they ſhall be his horns to ſupport him and fight for 

him, gs they all have done formerly. Now, before 
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this little horn, the pope, Daniel tells us that there 
were three horns plucked up by the roots; which, ac- _ 
according to a learned biſhop, were the campaguia 
of Rome, the exarchate of Ravenna, and the region of 
Pentapolis, which were deſtroyed by Pipin and Charle- 
magne, two kings of France, and given to the pope ; 
and it was, and {till is, called the patrimony of St. 
Peter. 

It hath been thought by many that this 155. horn, 
in Daniel, was Antiochus Epipbanes; but Mr. Meed 
has proved that he died 160 years before the birth - 
of Chriſt, and that he belonged to the third beaſt, and 
not the fourth. Whereas this {le horn is to continue 
1260 years from his open riſe to his ruin; yea, Daniel 
lays, he ſhall continue till the fifth monarchy takes 
place, that is, till the univerſal kingdom of Chrift is 
fet up; then, but not till then, ſhall this beaſt be de- 
ſtroyed ; for ſo it is written, as I ſhall prove hereafter. 
This /ittle horn is ſaid to have the eyes of @ man, to 
point him out to be a watchful ſagacious creature; 
and a mouth ſpeaking very great things: to be called 8 
head of the church, Chriſt's vicar, Peter's ſucceſſor, 

key keeper of heaven, to bind and looſe, abſolve or 
retain fins, fetch ſouls out of purgatory, and ca- 
nonize perſons for heaven, to give charges to St. 
Peter, and even to angels, to. admit and receive 
whom they ſend thither, are very great things. | 

Daniel fixes his eyes ſteadfaſtly upon this fourth 
beaſt, and the little horn, to ſee what becomes of 
them; and he informs us, that this beaſt and horn 
| enn 
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continue till the univerſal kingdom of Chriſt EM 
place, who gives judgment againſt him, and avenges 
the blood of his ſaints.—/ beheld till the thrones were 
caſt derm, and the Ancient of Days did fit ; the judg- 
tient was ſet, and the books were opened. I beheld, then, 
becauſe of the great words which the horn ſpake: I 
beheld even till the beaſt was ſlain, and his body de- 
 frroyed and given to the burning flame. I ſaw in the 
night viſions one like the Son of man came with the 
clouds of heaven, and came to the Ancient of Days, and 
they brought him near before him; and there was given 
him dominion and glory, and a kingdom, that all people, 
nations and languages, ſhould ſerve him. His dominion 
is an everlaſting dominion which ſhall not baſs away; 
and bis kingdom that which ſpall not be dc ee 
Dan. vii. 11, 12, 13, 14. 6 
Here Daniel tells us that this beaſt, * his horn, 
ſhall continue till Chriſt comes; and Paul ſays that 
the Lord ſhall conſume that wicked one with the 
brightneſs of his coming ; Daniel tells us that bis body 
Hall be given to the burning flame; and John ſays, the 
whore ſhall be burnt, and the beaſt ſhall go into per- 
dition. Rev. xvii. 8. At the deſtruction of the beaſt, 
faith Daniel, the ſon of man ſhall receive his dominion 
that all nations ſhould ſerve bim; and John tells us 
| that of the defruftion of Babylon the kingdoms of this 
world ſhall become the kingdoms of our Lord, and of his 
Chrif. Rev. xi. 13, 14, 15. 
The next deſcription that we have of this little 
| burn is as Wen: : Then I would know the truth of 
the 
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the fourth beaſt, and of the ten horns that were in bis 


bead, and of the other which came up, and before whom 
three fell, even of that horn that had eyes, and a mouth 
ſpeaking very great things, whoſe look was more ſtout 
than his fellows. I beheld, and the ſame horn made war 
with the ſaints, and prevailed againſt them, until the 
Ancient of Days came, and judgment was given to the 
ſaints of the moſt high, and the time came that the 
ſaints poſſeſſed the kingdom. Dan. vii. 19, 20, 21, 22, 
23. Here we are informed that this horn is to 
make war with the faints, until Chriſt comes to 
execute vengeance on the murderers, take to him- 
ſelf the kingdom, ſpread his goſpel throughout the 
world, and fill the earth with the knowledge of him- 
| ſelf, and reign as king of Zion and king of grace, 
from the river to the ends of the earth. This war with 
the ſaints he has carried on at times for many years, 
and began pretty ſoon after he was made univerſal 
biſhop by Phocas: and this war ſhall. continue, 
and he ſhall tread the holy city (of Mount Zion) 
under foot, till his time of 42 months, or 1260 
years, be run out, and then he — come to his 
end. © 5 
The next account that we have of this little horn 
is as follows: Neither ſhall he regard the God of bis 
fathers, nor the dgſire of wiving (as faith Mr. Meed), 
nor regard any God, for be ſhall magnify himſelf above 
all, Dan. xi. 37. We know who it is that calls 
himſelf the ſucceflor of Peter, the prince of the 


apoſtles; but this horn regards not the God of thoſe 
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holy fathers. And we are not at loſs to find out 
who it is that forbids marriage; nor where to find 
him out that is called our Lord God the pope, and 
God on earth, &c. Paul applies all this to anti- 
chriſt: Noro the Spirit ſpeaketh expreſsly, that in the 
latler times ſome ſhall depart from the faith, giving heed 
zo ſeducing ſpirits and dofirines of devils, ſpeaking lies 
in hypocriſy, having their conſcience ſeared with an bot 
iron, forbidding to marry, and commanding to abſtain 
from meats. 1 Tim. iv. 1, 2. All this is fulfilled in 
the pope; marriage is forbidden the prieſts, monks, 
friars, and nuns; and abſtaining from meats in Lent, 
and at numberleſs other times, without- a licenſe or 
grant from the pope to the —_— is manifeſt 
enough to all. 

The next account Daniel gives, is, that Hs foal 
magnify himſelf above every God, Dan, xi. 36; which 
Paul deſcribes thus—For that day ſhall not come, ex- 
cept there come a falling away firſt, and that man of 
fin be revealed, the ſon of perdition, who oppoſeth and 
exalteth himſelf above all that is called God, or that is 

' worſhipped, ſo that he as God ſitteih in the temple bd 
| God, ſhewing himſelf that he is God, 2 Theſſ. ii. 3, 4. 

Here the apoſtle intimates that God would have a 
church, or temple, at Rome, as he had in Pauls days, 
and in the days of Conftantine, in which church, or 
temple, when it began to decline, tbe man of fin ſhould 
It, and fhew himſelf to be God; above all civil magif- 
trates that are called gods, and above God himſelf

This was 
Antichriſt in embryo, or the ſpirit of Antichriſt leaven= 
ing and influencing the minds of heretics and im- 
poſtors to receive and embrace him whenever he 

ſhould appear; this was previous to the revelation 
of him: but Paul ſays there was a bar in the way 
only he who now letteth will let until he be taken out 
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of ide way, and then fhall that wicked be revealed, 
2 Theſſ. ii. 7, 8. The Roman emperors, while they 
kept their ſeat ar Rome, hindered the appearance of 
the little horn; but when Conſtantine moved the ſeat 
of the empire from Rome to Conſtantinople, where 
all the eaſtern emperors reſided afterwards, and the 
emperors of the weſt reſiding chiefly at Milan, or

This covenant was to be 
confirmed and ratified by ſacriſce. Sin-offerings thou 
wwouldeſt not, Þut a body haſt thou prepared me.

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Lo, I come to do thy will, O God. And at the death . 
of Chriſt the will of God was confirmed, and turned 
into a teſtament: This is the cup of the new teſta- 
ment in my blood. Now where a teſtament is of force, 
there muſt of neceſſity be the death of the teftator, ſays 
Paul. Whatever God gave us, he gave it us in 
Chriſt Jeſus; and when Chriſt died, he being the 
teſtator, after his death the teſtament was of force: 
and when Chriſt roſe from the dead he became the 
executor of that teſtament (he died for fin, but ro/e 
again for our juſtification ), to ſee the legacies diſtri- 
| buted to all the heirs of promiſe. And what are 
the legacies? Why, life, peace, the Holy Spirit, grace, 
and glory: and theſe he gives: I give my ſheep tter- 
nal life : my peace I give unto you: I will fend you 4 
Comforter, that he may abide with you for ever: the 
Lord will give grace, and he will give glory : and this 
he will fulfil—Come, ye Mleſſed of my Father, inherit 
the kingdom, &c. And thus this bleſſed Executor ſees 
all the heirs of promiſe in poſſeſſion of the promiſed 
legacies a1d inheritance. 

But then it may be objected This is God's good 
will in Chriſt to us; and now, ſince the death of 
Chriſt, this covenant of grace is the new teſtament 
in his blood, and hands, who will, as judge of quick 
and dead, open this book of life, and introduce every 
heir of promiſe to the happy enjoyment of God's 
bleſſing, and of God's kingdom, in the great day: 
but what has this to do with man's will and teſta- 


ment? How can man appoint Chriſt to execute his 
a | G Will?

will? I anſwer, who was Abraham's executor ? he 
gave pifts to his ſons by Keturah, and ſent them away ; 
but be left his bleſſing, and all that he had, to Iſaac. 
This was Abraham's /, and his gif? ; but who exe- 
cuted it? I anſwer, the Saviour did; for {/aac ſorved 
the land, and received that year an hundred-fold; and 
the Lord bleſſed him. Gen. xxvi. 13. The Lord was 
the ſole and whole executor of Abraham's will. 
Iſaac alſo makes his will in favour of Jacob, and 
appoints the Lord to execute it: and be ſmelled 
the fmell of his raiment and bleſſed bim, and ſaid, God 
give thee of the dew of heaven, and the fatneſs of the 
earth, and plenty of corn and wine. And thus he ſays 
to Eſau Behold, I have made bim thy lord, and all 
his brethren have I given to him for ſervants, and with 
corn and wine have I ſuſtained him. Gen. xxvu. 28. 37. 
But who is to execute this, ſeeing that Jacob was 
drove from home with nothing but a ſtaff? Why, 
we are informed that the Lord ble 2 bim in Bethel, 
and ſent him home no leſs than two bands; but who 
Was this Lord? I anſwer, the Saviour Jeſus Chriſt; 
and the faithfulneſs of his executor Jacob acknow- 
ledges. on his death - bed; and be blefſed Foſeph, and 
faia, God, before whom my fathers Abraham and Iſaac 
did walk, the God which fed me all my life long unto 
this day, the angel which redeemed me from all evil, 
Bleſs the lads, and let my name be named on them, 
and the names of Abraham and Jſaac. Gen. xlviii. 15, 
16. Jacob bleſſes his twelve ſons, tells them «what 
Hall + en them all i in tbe latter days ; he promiſes he 
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6 
ſceptre to Judab, and gives Foſeph à portion of land 
above all his brethren, which he was not to inherit till 
four hundred and fifty years after, and leaves no 
executor to his will but the Lord, who is ever faith- 
ful to them that truſt in him. So that I have not 
been the only enthuſiaſt in this buſineſs of executor- 
ſhip; all the antediluvian ſaints and patriarchs have 
ſet me the example. It is true the fool in the para- 
ble did not act this enthuſiaſtical part; he had good | 
laid up for many years, and intended to take his eaſe, 
zo eat, drink, and be merry: at the end of the term 
of many years, no doubt, he intended to make 
his will; 3ut that night his foul was required; and, 
though the Lord was not conſulted about the leaſe. 
of his life, nor intruſted with his perſonal effects, 
yet he interferes in the buſineſs, and therefore aſks, : 
Whuje ſhall theſe things be which thou haſt provided? 
No doubt but he intended them to his heir at law; 
but we are told that the wealth of the ſinner is laid 
h far the juſt, not by the donation of the ſinner, fer 
ſinners love finners, not ſaints, for they are hated of 


all men; but this comes about by the ſovereign diſ- 


poſal of Jehovah, who was ſo offended with Nabal 
for denying David a morſe] of bread, that he killed 
him, and gave David his houſe, his wife, and all 
that he had; and he deſtroyed the houſe of Saul, 
and gave him that alſo; ſo that the Lord will be an 
executor whether we appoint him to that office or | 
not. To be ſhort, what is an executor ? Why, a per- 


fan or perſons chat a teſtator appoints as guardian 
or

5 guardians over his wife and family, and whom he 


intruſts with his effects, to ſee his will executed, and 
the heirs at law, or legatees by will, properly righted. 
Well, and will the Lord undertake this office, if he 
be in faith intruſted with it? Yes, he will; for fo 
he hath declared, and ſo he hath commanded, and 
promiſes to be faithful to the charge: Leave thy | 
fatberleſs children, I will preſerve. them alive, and let 
thy widows truſt in me, Jer. xlix. 11: and he doth 
execute this office of an executor with faithfulneſs, 
truth and mercy, and never failed in it; and ſo it is 
written, a father of the fatherleſs, and a huſband of the 
widow, is God in his holy habitation: the Lord exe- 
cuteth righteouſneſs and judgment for all that are op- 
preſſed. Pal. ciii. 6. And again, which executeth 
judgment for the oppreſſed, which giveth food to the 
. hungry, the Lord logſarb the priſoners. Pſal. cxlvi. 7. 
The Lord did all this for the poor widow, who came 
to the prophet Eliſba, her huſband being dead; bat 
be had in bis life feared the Lord; and being over- 
| head and ears in debt, we may readily ſuppoſe that 
be made no will ; and if he did, no earthly execu- 
tor would have adminiſtered, where there is no pro- 
_ - perty to leave, nor any thing left to pay the guar- 
dian for his trouble: but this poor woman pleads

And now, reader, as ] have ſet aſide Mr. Brothers's 
relationſhip to Gop Atmienty, and proved that 
omnipotence hath no mepherys, he can ſtand no longer 
as a competitor with me; and I will now give my 
reader another point to decide, and that is, who act 
the moſt agreeable to the Chriſtian character, and 
who are the greateſt enthuſiaſts—thoſe that make the 
Lord their truſt ? or thoſe that proſtitute ſacred things 
to ſuch vile purpoſes, and expoſe them to the contempt 
of fools for the ſake of fixpence per head? The one 
makes the word of God his rule, and the others 
make themſelves tranſereſſors for a morſel of bread.

are not their own, they are bought with a price; and 
bad men are not their own, the deceiver, and the de-

think they are the greateſt fools that pay the money, 
agreeable to the aſſertion of divine wiſdom, who af- 
firms, that the children of this world are wiſer in their 


generation than the children of light. 


Nor would I be underſtood to rival theſe men in

Jrael to ceaſe from befor? us: theſe take the govern- 
ment of the world pon their own ſhoulders ; but they 
are not ſupreme in government for all this; for 
Satan leads them all captive at his will. Not are theſe 
men without a Gop in the world; for what they 
get comes by chance; and what they keep, or loſe, 


is attributed to the /miles and frowns of fortune; and 
what they leave is committed to an arm of feſb: and 


they have their promiſe; for cur/ed is the man that 
irufeth in man, and maketh fleſh his arm, and in his 
heart departeth from the Lord; for he ſhall be as the 
barren beath and dreary deſart, and ſhall not know 


when good cometh. And the heir of promiſe hath his 


blefling alſo : and blefſed is the man that truſteth in the 
Lord, and whoſe hope the Lord is, for he ſball be as 
the tree Planted by the waters, that ' ſendeth out His roots
